O'UMius. O., Nov. 14— Yt's(<'rilay 
mnr^ed tlic scventj'-se^enth aniiiverKary 
of the liirthdiiy of Allen O. Thiirnian, 
the ''01«lRoiQaa"uf Ohio Democracy, 
and tike DMndcrati of fito'natfan nlade 
the occ-«Rion one to do homage to their 
(liftinfftilihed member. From early 
nil u niiii; I'Vt ry iiici lining train liron^^ht 
to tht? city a ciiiiniiK''ut of priiiiiiiii'Ut 
DemocratH fnuii aiirniul, and all day 
Judge Tlnirmaii was the recipient of 
congratulatory calls. Ex-Pro.sid nt 
Cleveland came in on an early ti atn. and 
at once proceedetJ to the executive man- 
sion. An hour later United States Sena- 
tor Calvin H. Brice arrived at the man- 
fiion and the ez-president and himself 
iniide an early fbranoon call on the dis- 
tingnished Ohioan.

The sunshine of the pleasant autumn 
seemed to add vigor to the frame of tlie 
"Uld Roman," who, as he shook the 
baud of Cleveland so warmly extended 
in congratulation, assured his caller 
that he had not felt so well for many 
months, and that he. hoped still to 
weather a few inore years. "But," 
said he, "I have lived long enough to 
tind myti«lr more than appreeiaMl 
the many kind friends who hare re- 
memberetl me on this day, and no years 
could add to the warmth of congratula- 
ti(ms which they have showered upon 
uie. " 

JSi. Cleveland aAsuretl the Old Roman 
that the gi'eetings of this day, which 
came from all parts of the country, 
some extended in iM^ison, others by let- 
ters, and hundreds l)y wires, were but 
tJie stMmtaneous expres.sion of a ffrateful 
I>eople toward one whuet^ proud and un- 
swerving career bad won for him aUke 
the veneration of liis jiarty an<l the ad- 
miration of the nation. "We hope, 
judj;e, ■■ said Mr. Cleveland, "that you 
may yet l>e niiiircil many years «f useful- 
ness to hee the fullest fruition of your 
uiK Trine.s and your teachings. " 

Tlie ( )ld Roman quietly spent the day 
at liis i'e.sidenc^ snrfounued oy bis fam- 
ily. There was soiue talk of the visiting 
clulm tendering him an imprompta re- 
ception, but the local committee decided 
that, in view of bis advanced age and 
enfeebled condition, it would better 
to allow him to avoid excitement and to 
rest until the evening, and ao the pro- 
p<.»ial was abandoned. 

The banquet itself was a magnificent 
aiTair. Nothing like it has ever before 
been attempted^^ in the Buckeye state. 
The Ftmrteenth regiment armory had 
been transformed ujtu fairyland. , The 
rafters of itx ceihng tndits wlutfwaahed 
walls wore hidden from lijew btr"-tfipu- 
sands of yardi* of IniMiteoloMdvnnitg 
and silken Hays tmd banners innumera- 
ble. Artjund 'the fl(X)r, rising tier above 
tier, were the choicest products of tho 
hot house, while above all towered ma- 
Je^ttfi.If4^s and'ftBgrMit exotics. The 
onrailr* me hiiden . from \iew in a 
man of foliage in torn Burroundu<l with 
a curtain of smilax. 

At the soBtbsm ead of the hall, upon 
a platform heaped with palms and roses 
in bloom, were crayon portraituji' stat- 
ues of ex-President Cleveland amltlm 
esjiecial gue*<t of the. eveoing. Tho 
table of honor rested upon a platform 
running half the length of ib» ball. 
Longitudinal with this there were six- 
teen tables, each with an accommoda- 
tion for eighty guests seated vis-a-vis. 
Every chair had its occupant, while 
there were hundieils more who, finding 
it imixissible to gain a place upon the 
main flinir, were content tO view the 
proceeding** from the gallery. 

It was shortly after 8 o'clock when 
the cheering from the large crowd 
which had gatherml on the outside an- 
nouuceil the arrival of the distinguished 
gne^ts, and when the ex-senator, arm in 
tfm with I'resiileat John J. Lents of 
the Thnrman club, appeared upon the 
scene, closely followed ex^^Preeident 
Cleveland and tienator Joseph - Mc- 
Donald, the cbeeriug was heartv and 
prolonged. Mr. Thurman t^at lin tlio 
right of the president, his son AUeu W. 
being next to liim, and tlien in succes- 
sion Senator McDonald, Don M- Dickin- 
son. YT. 0. P. Breckinridge, Gen. 
Thomas E^ving and (tovenior Boyd, 
To the left of the cliair were seated 
Orover Clevehuid, (ien. R, A. HaBison. 
Bishop John A. WattersenV Saniel 
Lamout and (iovem(jr Jackson. 

Nearly two hours were oocopied in 
discu.'*.sing the elalx irate menu. It was 
after 10 (f^clock when President Lenz 
rapped for order, and in a few well 
chosen words, pruiMised the toast of 
" Our Quest, " Mr. Thurman, on rising 
to respond, was greeted with uproarious 
applaase. wliich Uwted wteraLvomenti.

I am not here to-night to make an elabo- 
rate .'<pe«ch, I am here to expreas in a few 
sentences my heartfelt appreciation of the 
honor >on have so kindly aeen fit to do me; 
to thittiK . toy wbole soul my nelgh- 
bora, felliiw-citizeiia vt Ohio, and the dia- 
tinKushed gentlemen of other states for 
their mark of friendship and esteem. I 
am here, at the age of 77, to repeat my tea- 
timuiiy, so often ^veo of my coafidance in 
the henefloent efftictB of free iiiKtitutioas 
and my firm belief of (heir du:ationon 
thiH (»)ntlrient and tlietr gradual, butcer> 
tain, exteD8iori (iver other and larger por- 
tions of the globe. I hope that tt is hot 
imsuraptious is me to nay that I think 
iiat 1 have some of tlie necefwary <iiiatifl- 
tioiiH of a witiitsj. iin tlii'- > '.iliicct. 
Iiiirt as my has hven, in comparison 

nith the llvpi nt nntinns, it h'l.s been Inng 
fi)oiiKli fiir nil' to see my luttive land, un- 
der free ill-.! itutiniis. iiicreii.se in piipula- 
tiiiii iiini-c t liaii sfveiifol'l, in we.iUli in ;i 
far, very far. greater lii'^rec. in exient of 
ferritdvy more than doulile its ar.'.i, in the 
jfeiier.il \M'II Ijciiitc and priis|i":-il >• ef its 
lieiiplc anil in their edueat I' m ii inivantanes 
iiik! reliic ioiiK privih-_'es waliout a riv.il 
111 t he world; wliile it* niaKniliccnt works 
of internal iinprnvenii'iiis, it.s woiidcrfu! 
aKrieiillure, the urt-ut mine* :','id iii'innfae- 
tiires, and its marvelous in> .;ih of com- 
miinicatidil, the civations uf seieiiie and 
skill, siirp/ws aiiylhiiiK b<'fore knnvvii iiy 
the liiiinau race. And In these saiiu' s. \- 
enty-seven yeaisthe con.stittltion tif ih mi Iv 
every govermneut in Europe h,i- i'-' i 
Htneiiiirate<l liy the introduction of inure 
liberal priiK'iples. Central and South 
America have become a congress of repiil> 
lies; Canada and Australia are suljstan- 
tially repiihlicd without the name, and 
even in far ea^t oriental Japan becomes 
more free and lilieral with every revolving 
year. And inore marvelous yet, light 
seems to be breaking over benighted 
Africt and men of a sangnlns and a 
philosophic disposition are predicting with 
exciting ridicule her redemption from her 
iMirliaric sleep of centuries. In a word, 
freedom seems to be gradually circum- 
navigating the globe, and. proud thought 
fi ir ua, tha poliur star of the navigator is 
our own f^ublic of the United States. 

What I have said may seem to some like 
extravagant opttmiani— if eo; I have 
always prefernd opUmiam topeaslmiam 
and common aense to both, and that I 
don't tihnk that iq what I have said I have 
dejuvrted from the teachings of my guide. 

My friends, it is seventy-one years since, 
at 6 years of age, I beeame a cittaan of 
Ohioand IhaTebesn one of her eitiaeas 
from that da/ to tlds; and will no doubt 
remain one of her people antff t Aall be 
laid in ray final resting place on earth 
under her sod. It would be the perform- 
ance of a grateful dMNin my part, to 
Kpeak Of the uhlfoHnuadtasss that I have 
received, from boyhoodtq olA,age,'from the 
peu|>leof this state, of the honors £hey have 
conferred upon me b^ond my deserta. of 
the numerous and degtr trirada I have 
made and whose attachmeat -ean never b • 
forgotten for a moment orrsmembered 
without emotion, of the distinguished men 
of Ohio whom I have seen and with many 
of whotn I was intimately acquainted, and 
of the just pride with wtUcb I have wit- 
nessed the wonderful growth of the state 
until her name is known and commamls 
respect throughout the whole civili/.ed 
world. But uhio is the theme upon which 
you will hear from your distinguished 
governor and no one is better qualitle<l to 
do justice to it than be. I shall therefore 
confine myself to a few personal remi- 
mscenses, which if they serve no other pur- 
pose will prove to you that it is an old, old, 
m tn whom you honor so highly to-night." 

The sjieaker went on to say that be 
had seen iuid talked with the first gov- 
ernor of the state, Edward Tiffin, that 
be had known its first United States sen- 
ator. Thomas Wortbington, that be had 
been private secretary to Governor J..i- 
cas; had seen and spoken to Gen. Will- 
iam Henry Harrison, and bad been in- 
timately acquainted with many other il- 
lustrious Omoans now dead and gi me. 
He paid an. eloquent tribute to Rufus 1^. 
Ranney, the venerable and eloquent 
lawA'er, and concluded his response in 
tliese words; 

IJefore I (.•Ducluiie. tliere Is one statement 
that I feel it my il;iiy to make. In one of 
uur town jiapers. a few days nno. 1 saw my 
name sugKeste*! a*i thtit o.' a proper candi- 
;late for the preiiidency or vice presidency 
in 1K('2. I regretted very much to .see the 
-u»<K<-'stion, for apjiearint^ in a paper 
Iviuiwn to Ixj very friemlly to me and puli- 
lislied in the phue of my residence, it 
rniKlit naturally Ik- susix-eted hy strangers 
that it was inspired, or at leaxt approvo4l, 
hy me. Hut such was not the fact. I had 
no idea that such a suKKestion would lie 
ii idc until I saw it in this paper. My 
li ieiiils, let me say to you in all sincerity 
and without the least mental reservation 
that 1 am not nor shall I ever aRain he a 
^indidate for oifire. 1 have lieen sulli- 
jieiitly honored hy my party and ueithur 
isk or desire any (iirtlier honor than oon- 
tinued friendtthip and k'>«><I will (ieutle- 
men, I have said 'enough; moie. iii.tecii 
thau I expaeteti to say. t tm e more lei me 
return you my sincerest thanks. Vou 
have gladdened the heart and hri;{titened 
the footsteps of an old man, your devoted 
friend, in his descent of the hill of life, 
when he has almost n^u'lied its foot. May 
liod bless yuu all is his earnest prayer." 

. The stillness which for a oouple of 
moments followed his declaration that 
he wotdd never again be a candidate for 
ofiiee was intense. It seemed as though 
everyone of the 1,000 or more upon 
whom the wordls had fallen felt that be 
hmllost a friend, nien, as with trem- 
bling tones, the speaker went on to say 
that be folt that he had.been snfficiently 
honored by his party, there was a rever* 
Bion of feeling; the vast audience could 
no longed restrain itself; every man 
arose tffUs feet, n^iUns were waived 
and there went fbrtb cheer after cheer 
which might have been heard like the 
reverberation of cannon for blocks 
away. And amid the enthosiasm the 
statesman, who bad praotioally said 
Kood-har. tank into his seat. " 

The annotmoement of the next toas* 
"Citisensbip in America, " and the pre- 
sentation of ex-President Cleveland to 
reepond, was the signal for another 
onsbntat of enthoiiasia. .'

his countrymen. 

It is fitting that those who have faith in 
our destiny as a nation, who believe that 
there are noble things T^liich belong dis- 
tinctively to oar ohanioter as a people and 
who prize at its true worth pure American 
citi/.enship, should gathei here to-niglit. 
It is given us to contemplate the highest 
statesmanship, the most unyielding and 
disinterested davotign to the interests of 
the people, and the most valoable achieve- 
ments in the oaOse of our country's wel- 
fare, all of whieh have been stimulated 
and aooompIishoA. febiQBiA the inlUilinoe 
and impube of tflls, tmperverted, sturdy 
Americanism. We rejoice in the example 
afforded on this oooasion of genuine Amer- 
tean dtiasnshtpi Mvsaled to us a safe and 
infallible Interpreter of duty in all the 
s m et g eBB l es et'a hwg and honorablo pub- 
lie oaieer, and aa an unfailing guide to use- 
fulness and feme. 

In this preeeaae.and Is tne atmosphere 
of these redactions, we should not mias the 
lesson they commend to us, nor fall to re- 
new our appreciation of the value of this 
citizensqip, and revive our upprehensiou 
of the sentiments and conditlous in whiob 
it has its rise and growth. 

And first of all we should be profouiiilly 
grateful that the eiements wliicli make up 
the SI i cuKt h aiiil viuor of .Vne-rican citizen- 
ship, are so naturally relatcil to onr situa- 
tion and are so simple. The inlriKUcsof 
monarchy which taint the iipiiv iiiual cliar- 
acter of the subject; the siileiidor which 
da/./.les the [lopular eye and distracts tlio 
attention from abuses anil stilles discon- 
tent; theschemoaot comiuest and seltish 
aKuranili/.eiiient which n»ike a seltish peo- 
ple, li.ive 1111 lenitimite. place in our 
national life. Here tiie phiin people of tlie 
laiiil are the rulers. I'heir investiture of 
[Mnvcr i.> only ac companied with the con- 
iliiions tli;it they should love their country, 
that tliey should jealously KUanl ami pro- 
tect it.s interests and their fame, and that 
all tlie iiilelliuence with wliicli tliey are en- 
dowed should he devoted to au uuderstaud- 

ingof its needa and the promotioa of ita 

welfare. 

These are the elements of American 
citizenship, and these are the comtitiona 
upon which our free in-itit uf ions were en- 
trusted to our people, in full reliance, at 
tlie lii K'iiininn and for all time to come, 
upon American manhood, consecrated hy 
the highest and purest patriotism. 

A country broad and new, to be 
subdued to the purpose of man's ex- 
istence, and promising vast and independ- 
eut resources, and a people intelligently 
unileistaniliiiK the value of a free nation 
and holding fast to an inten.se atlection for 
its history aud heroes, have had much to 
do with moulding our Amerii an character 
and giving it hardibo<xl and vigor. But it 
should never lie forgotten that the influ- 
ence which, mure than all other things, 
has made our people safe depositaries of 
governmental power, aud which has fur- 
nished the surest guaranty of the strength 
and perpetuity of the republic, has its 
source in the Ameriuin home. Here our 
patriotism is bo/u aud entwines itself with 
the growth of filial love, and here our 
children are taught the Story of our free- 
dom and independence. But above all, 
here in the bracing aud wholesome atmos- 
phere of unOomplaining frugality and 
economy, the mental and moral attributes 
of our people have been firmly knit and 
invigorated. Never could it be said of any 
country so truly as ours, that the perma- 
nency of its institutions depends upon its 
homes. 

I have siKiken of frugality and eponomy 
Hs important factors in American life. I 
lind no fault with the accumulation of 
wealth, and am glad to see energy and 
enterprise receive their fair reward. But 
I lielieve that our government in its natu- 
ral integrity, is exactly suiteti to a frugal 
and economical people; and I believe it is 
safest in the hands of those who have been 
made strong and self-reliant in their dU- 
cenship,by self-denial and by tliseuieoand- 
ingsof au enforced seonowy. Thrift and 
careful watphfulnessof expenditure among 
the people tend to secure a thrifty govern- 
ment; and cheap and careful flving on the 
part of individuals ought te enfoloe eeoa- 
omy in the public expenditures. 

When, therefore, men in high placca of 
trtut, charged With tlfs raspopibility of 
making and executing our lawsi not only 
ooademn but flippantly deride ohaiQmess 
and eoonomy within the homes of oujt peo- 
ple, and when the expenditures ot the gov- 
ernment are reckless aud waststal, we 
may be snrs that sometl^ng is wrong with 
us, and that a oonditfaM ekuta whim calls 
for a vigoroua and r see atfu i ditaieeot 
Amerieaniam, by every man worttiy te he 
KB Anerieaa dtlasn* 



UlijfJIiMluiistfoh'ot cheapaoes andeoon- 
omy, WnHieFttt^tlMet to individuals or io 
ttie operations of the government, t;ie Dem- 
oereuo party, tru#t« its creed and It.s tra- 
ditions, will unalterably remain attai tied 
to our plain and frugal |ieo|ile. 'I'hey are 
espectally entitled to the watchful care and 
prctectioo of their government; and when 
they are borne down with burdens gn'ater 
than they can bear, and are made the ob- 
jects of sooru by hard tuMkmaskers, we will 
not leave their side. As the j;re.at (ieruiaa 
reformer, insisting upon his reliKious coa- 
vicifons, in the presence of liis accusers ex- 
claimed, "I can do nought else. Hero I 
stand. God lielj) me." so, however much 
others may mock and derive che/ipness and 
the poor anil fruRal men and women of our 
land, we will stand forth imletenseof their 
simple Americanism deliantly proclaim- 
ing. "We can doBovght else. Here we 
stand." 

Thus when theipiestion isr.iised whether 
ourjK'Ople shall have tiie necessaries of 
life at a cheaiMT rate, we are iiotaHliamed 
to confess ourselves "in full sy.iipalhy 
wit h t he dc land for ciieapi r coal s;" ;ind 
We are not ili turlieil hy the liiiit that this 
deems "nei'.'ssiii'il y to involve a Cheeper 
man or wunuiii umler the coats."

.\nd when anutiicr one. hinli in party 
councils, who has In come not ii ioiis liM the 
advocate of a cont 1 1 \ unci' to per|>etuate 
parti.s/in supremac y \is outriiiieous inter- 
ference witli the sull rav'e, announces that 
"the cry for cheapness is un Americ.in;'' 
we scornfully reply that his speech does not 
indicate the slightest Conception of true 
Americanism. 

I w ill not refer to other Utterances of like 
import from siniilar sources I content 
myself with recalling the most prominent 
and signilicant. The woudvr is that these 
thinus were addressed by Amerioans to 
Americans. 

What was the oi e;isi( in of tliesy condem- 
nations of cheapness an ! what had honest 
.American men and women done, or what 
were they likely to lio i :,at they should be 
threatene<l with tiie epithets "ehsap," 
"nasty" and "un .\ . h . i. in '" 

It is hard to s^.i-.o^ i.it imi ly as we an- 
swer these quest ion''. Ptpp by stop avast 
number of our jieople had been led on, fol- 
lowing blindly in the path of party. They 
bad been filled with hate and sectional 
prejudice: they had been cajoled with mis- 
representations and false promises; they 
had been corrupted by motiey and by ap- 
peals to their selflahness. All tliese things 
led up to their final betrayal to satisfy the 
demands of those who sappHsd the fund 
for their corruption. 

This lietrayal was palpable; and it was 
impossible to deny or conceal the fact that 
the pretended relief tendered to the people 
in fuiniment of a promise to lighten the 
biirih iis of their life, made by the party en- 
tr isted with the government, was but a 
scheme to pay the debts incurre<l by the 
purchase of party success, while it further 
increased tha impoverishment of the 
masses. 

The people were at last aroused and de- 
manded an explanatiou. They had beeu 
taught for KN) years that in the distribu- 
tion of benefits their government should 
Ih' administered with equality and justice. 
They had learndil that wealth was not in- 
dispensable to res|>ectability, and that it 
did uot entitle its poiwessors to especial 
governmental favors. Humble men with 
scanty incomes bad bisen encouraged by 
the influence and the spirit of our institu- 
tions, to practice economy and frugality to 
the end that they might enjoy to the 
utmost the rewanls of their toil. The 
influence of the American home was still 
about them. In their simplicity tbsy knew 
nothing of a new dispensation which made 
cheapnsss disreputable,' ; and tbejr stiU 
lovi^d the cheap coats of tineoln and Oar* 
field, and hundreds of their countrymen 
whom they held in veneration. And thus 
these unsophisticated Americans, nnoon- 
scions of their wrong-doing, demanded the 
redemption of party pledges and clamored 
for cheapnsss, in oraar that they might 
provide the neeessarlse and eomforte 9t 
life for themselves and their flsmillse at 
the lowest possible cost. 

The leaders of the party, which was 
caught in the act of robbery, and whlqh 
was arraigned by the people for a violation 
of its trust, were forced by their sad jKte- 
dieameut to a desperate expedient. To a^ 
tempt to reverse the ourreut of true Ame^> 
icanism and discredit the most honoeable 
sentiments belonging to American man- 
hood, were the disgraceful tasks ot those 
wbo insulted our iieople by the announce- 
ment of the doctrine that to desire cheap 
neas was to love nastiueas, and to practice 
economy and frugality was un-American. 

Tlius <h) we plainly see that when the 
path pointed out by patriotism and Amer- 
ican citi/.enship is forsaken by a party in 
power, f(jr schemes of selfishness and for 
unscrupulous conspiracies for partisan 
success, its course inevitably leads to un- 
just favoritism, neglect of the interests of 
the masses, entire i)erversion of the mis- 
sion of republic'iu institutions, and, ia 
some form, to the most impudent aud out- 
rageous insult to true Amertoan sentt> 
ment. 

It cannot be den!e<I that political eveate 
in the past have K<>ne far toward enoouraf^ 
ing arrogant party assumption. Every 
thoughtful and patriotic man baa at times 
been disappointed and depressed hy the 
apparent indifference and demoralization 
of the people. 

But suph reflections have no place in the 
felicitations of to-night. This is a time 
wben''flUth in our countrymen should be 
fully re-established. The noise of a recent 
political revolution is still heard through- 
out the land; the people h.ive just demon- 
strated that there is a point beyond which 
they cannot Ije le<l by blind parti.sanship, 
and that they are quite competent to 
axamine aud correctly decide political 
qtiestiona concerning thi'ir rights and their 
welfare. They Imve nnmercifuUy resented 
every attack iqiou true Amtirican maii- 
hoo<l, and hav e taught party leiwiers that, 
though slow to anger, they take terrible 
ievengsai^ienhetn«id» Tbagr gecmit oe

Mr. Henry E. PoKue met with a horri- 
ble death about ten o'clrKsk this morning. 

He was caught' in some of the ma- 
dilBa|y at tha Pogae A Tbpmaa dia- 
tillary in the Waat Eod, and t)M aost 
laataat his life was crashed oat. 

Mr. Patrick Fox, who ia employed 
aboat tha aatabllalMBoat, aaw him oaly a 
few mlaatM hofora tho aoeidoA hap- 
pened. 

Mr. Fox waa branding barrels in a car 
on the aide track back of the buildings at 
tha that, floma paitlaa wan ataadiag 

about, when Mr. Pogue came Klong and 
rtqiieated tbem to keep out of Mr. Fox's 
way. He then went on into the build- 
ing. 

" It waa oaly ahoat three minataa after- 
wards," said Mr. Fox, "when Mr. 
Po){ue'8 Hon Henry came running to n e 
and said his father waa dead." 

No one witneaaad tha awfol aceidaat. 
It seems that Mr. Pogiie, after leaying 
Mr. Fox, wen' into the liuildiiig and up 
on the second fl )0r. Here it ia suppposed 
he atarted to oil aoma of tho machinery, 
or fix it. 

Whiie tbus enjrafjed Ihr clotbini; was 
caught in a cog-wheel aud an upri)^ht 
ahaft, and the ontortonate man, cauKlit 
in the relentleaa graap of tba maebinery, 
was drawn in and wound about the ahait. 

His body waa crashed and mangled in 
a horrible manaer. Nearly every bone 
from hla cheat dowa waa brofcea aad 
OHMbod, ibd oaa lag waa almoat torn 
from the body. 

The miller discovered the body a min- 
ute qr ao later, aad aowaof the aaeident 
BOOB roaohad thia dty.
